According to the JLfis- 
ttutch "it is likely that some of the 
slants will be discontinued and the 
machinery and business concentrat- 
ed"."'

The options were taken by the trust 
company as trustee, and the combina- 
tion promised to be a success, but the 
depression and bad condition of the 
money marketdiscouragedthelandch- 
inir of the scheme. 


A bout two years ago the scheme was 


revived by two different parties, F. 
W- Parks of New York, representing 
William G. Park, and the S. Jarvis 
Adams Company, acting for them- 
selves and Pittsburg parties- 
The 


two parties joined issues, and the 
scheme is now said to have reached 
that stage of perfection that success is 
assured. Long options have been ob- 
tained on most of the plants, and the 
appraisement has been made by New 
York engineers. It is said to be the 
intention of the promoters to have a 
capitalization equal to little more 
than the actual value of the plants 
combined, and it is believed that the 
project will prove successful in view 
of the many economies of manage- 
ment possible- New York capitalists 
have been interested, and it is proba- 
bie that the scheme will be financed 
there. 


It is not known what disposition will 
be made of the properties, as most of 
of them are small. It is very likely 
that some of the costly plants will be 
discontinued and the machinery and 
business concentrated. Many of the 
plants make vehicle springs in addi- 
tion to axles, but the main object of 
the combination is to acquire the axle 
plants. Some few of the plants have 
taken up the manufacture of automo- 
bile exles, and the idea of the combine 
will be to expand this branch of the 
business and specialize it. It is prob- 
able that the different branches of the 
business will be separated and indi- 
vidual plants placed on special work, 
since the last attempt to consolidate 
the plants many extensions and im- 
provements have been made, and the

BUCKEYE LAKE ROAD. 


Work OB the Liie Is Beiaf Pished Rijrht 


Work is rapidly progressing along 
the line of the Columbus, Buckeye 
Lake and Newark Traction company, 
!«iys the Newark Advocate. 


"Tne company has advertised for 150 


men and 20 teams to be used between 
Newark and the Buckeye Lake. The 
men are now needed at Hebron, and 
along the line of construction more 
than in the city. 
•'The trolley poles have been planted 
into the city as far as Idlewilde park, 
and the cross beams are being put on. 
A great many poles have also been set 
in the city. These are made of iron, 
those outside of town being of the best 
cedar. In fact nothing but the very 
best is used in the construction of the 
road throughout. 
'•This morning men were at work un- 
loading rails for Locust street, 60 feet 
long. 
9 inches high, weighing 92 
pounds to the yard. 
"The power bouse at Hebron is being 
built, and the foundation for the en- 
gine is being laid. This will probably 
oe completed within 30 days. 
"Tickets will sell at the rate of 1* 
cents a mile, 1000 mile books at ll 
cents, costing about 30 cents to go to 
Buckeye Lake, and about 50 cents to 
Columbus. 


"It is proposed to put on Buckeye 
Lake a number of stern-wheel steam- 
ers, with a capacity of about 400, and 
the shores will be beautified. 


"Every quarter of a mile piers will 
extend 100 feet out and will be 40 feet 
wide, for the benefit of pleasure seek- 
ers. Other improvements will be made 
on an extensive scale, as Mr. F. M. 
Biack suggested, even the number of 
pebbles on the beech will be increas- 
ed."

Blew Open a Safe at Snfir Creek and Cot

A party of five men did a job of safe

Retaliatory K»t«» on Import* From 


United States Will B* Rescinded V 
Countervailing l>uty ou Kus«Iau 
J>roduct.*ls Keuioved—tia-f Say* tl"f 
Proposition Coine* Too JLate. 
Washington. JuJy 10.—Russia has 


reade a new proposition to the United 
States as a basis for settling the tariff 
war between the two countries. 


The- Russian minister of finance. M. 


DeV.'itte. has proposed that Rjsssa 
will vacate all of the additional dutii-s 
levied on American goods si-.ce the 
iBijxisStion o: the sugar differential, it 
the United States will vacaw its ac- 
tion on ihv sugar differentia1. To this 
Secretary Gage replied that th* offer 
of the Russian govtrrnaies.1 cau not 
be accepted, as the Question of the 
sugar differential is now in the hands 
of the court, thus precluding action by 
the 
executive branch. These ex- 


changes, although made nominally by 
•he minister of finance and Secretary 
Gag*-, have gone through the m«Ii ici 
of the Russian foreign office and the 
state department. 


The proposition of the Rcssian min- 


ister of finance was the direct lesnlt 
of Secretary Hay's note of about two 
weeks ago. In that note Mr. Hay 
pointed out that the action taken as 
to pttroleum was not new, nor was it 
meant to have any connection with 
the previous action ol the government 
on sugar. This appears to have rec- 
onciled the Russian officials in their 
view that the petroleum order was 
only another step in the policy pre- 
viously taken respecting sugar. Ac- 
cordingly M. DeWitte's response was 
communicated to Wasaington, Count 
Lamsdorff forwarding it to M. De 
WoHant. the Russian charge here. It 
is not long, bat is quite to the point. 
It makes no further issue as to the 
peroleura order. The chief attention 
is given to sugar and the specific offer 
is made to vacate immediately the 
increased duties which Russia has 
levied, if the United States will va- 
cate its action on sugar. This wonld 
amount to re-establishing the status 
QUO which existed before the United 
States took its initial action relative 
to Russia. 


The reductions which would have 


resulted under M. De Wine's tender 
are those affecting cast iron wares, 
manufactures of iron and steel, boiler 
work, tools for artists, factories and 
workshops, gas and water meters, 
motors and dynamos, sewing ma- 
chines, portable engines (not includ- 
ing threshing machines), fire engines 
and other machinery of iron and 
steel: also white rosin, galipot, brew 
ers" pitch and bicycles. The Increased 
duties on iron and steel goods fol- 
lowed after the imposition of the 
sugar differential, while those on hi 
cycles and resin followed the increase 
on petroip-im. M. De Witte's proposa 
was to take off all of the increasec 
duties. In the course of his letter it is 
stated that the second retaliatory 
move oa bicycles and resin was not 
due to the American action on petro- 
leum, although it had so appeared in 
the original Russian note, but that it 
related ba^k to the American action 
on sugar.
